DUTY ON COAL.

THE KUELUX. 

The Republicans most unexpectedly en- 
deavored to pass in the House to day the biil 
establishing the new Federal] system througa- 
out the South for the suppression of the 
Kukiox. They came within three votes of 
suspending the rales and rushing the measure 
throvgb. It will be too late. to try it again 
and this most vicious measure may be consid- 
ered dead for this Congress.

General Butler, who had 
itip charge, appeared great'y chayrined at 
his defeat.

What is the 
Democratic view? That the States are best 
able to regulate their domestic affairs. 
What is the Radical viewr That they are 
not. 

Now, then, these are plain and practical 
points, They mean something more than 
empty rhetoric. Let us see how they are 
affected by the state of affairs which a 
Democratic administration and a Demo- 
cratic Legislature are aang to exist in 
Kentucky.

tal. Justice is a matter of public concern. 
To mamtain justice and suppress wrong 
are amongst the main purposes for which 
governments are instituted. Now, if justice 
cannot be maintained and wrong sup- 
pressed without the aid of negro testimony, 
it follows that the statute excluding negroes 
from our courts defeats this main purpose 
for which government was established. 
That it do@s do so is too plain tor argu- 
ment. W@ would not insult the intelligence 
of the State in an effort toshow it. Kuklux 
organizations go unwhipped of the pun- 
ishment they so richly merit, because 
negroes cannot be witnesses against them. 
Gambling-bells are everywhere over Louis- 
ville demoralizing our young men, and 
cannot be detected, because waited on and 
attended by negroes, who cannot be wit- 
‘nesses against them. Assignation-houses 
exist, in which vice and infamy may riot 
securely because kept by negroes who 
bave eyes but no tongue that will be list- 
ened to im our courts. All the vices inci-

It is monstrous to thivk that any society 
would consent to exist for a week, a day, 
or an hour, under the baneful influence of 
such a rule. Good order, public morals 
and a decent self-respect in the communi- 
ty demand of the political power of the 
State the abrogation of the rule which ex- 
cludes negroes from our courts. 

But this is not all, The injustice to the 
negro is even more palpable. He is a man 
and a citizen, and as such should be dealt 


tionally do him wrong in the decision of a 
case would be condemned and execrated 
by all good men—nay, by the whole com. 
munity, because the people love justice, 
and despise the unjust judge. Is a legis- 
lator aboye that rule? Can he do wrong 
and escape censure? No, the legislator is 
as much bound by the rule of right as the 
judge. Under the insane how] of prejudice 
he may for a brief season escape censure, 
but hisday of reckoning must come. Let 
the Legislature deal with negroes, as do the 
courts—meet out justice. That the negro 
has not the fay protection of the law when 
he can not eomplain before our courts of 
public and private wrongs to his person 
or property, is too obvious to need com- 
ment. His exclusion from the codrts is 
an invitation to bad men to revile and 
abuse him. He must either submit to the 
greatest wrongs or become criminal him 
self by taking the law into his own hands. 
Judge Prror’s notion that being 
a witness is a privilege, not a 
right, seems to us so shallow. as 
scarcely to need notice. The man who 
can not complain before the judicial tribu- 
nals of the country is not under the pro- 
tection of the law; to give him that pro- 
tection he must have the right to testify. 
Without the right to testify the law makes 
him an Ishmaelite; his hand is against 
every man and every man’s hand against 
bim. ; 
It is fearful to think of the injustice, 
ccntinued disorder, and- demoralizationu 
with which Kentuckf must be af- 
flicied if the negre is to be kept out of 
our courts. We have no patience with 
those who pretend to see negro equality in 
the performance of a simple act of justice. 
A philosopher said that the man who fears 
contempt merits it. So we say of theman 
whose silly fear of negro equakty can con- 
strain‘him to maintaina great public evil. 
Can the Democratic party afford to dodge 
this question? Are there not too many 
vital interests in it for the ruling power in 
the State\to ignoreit? Weagaiu beg the 
Legislature not to leave this an open ques- 
tion. Let them do that which is right and

SOME cUBIOUS EXAM PLES. 


The Frankfort Yeoman of yesterday pub- 
lishes Jadge Pryor’s address to the grand jury, 
delivered ou Monday, which we present below 
entire: 

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: 

When you adjourned on last Thursday you 
were engaged iu the investigation of the case 
of the Commonwealth vs. Scroggins, charged 
with the murder of a negro man in yoar coue- 
ty. Atew nights since, as I am credibig in- 

formed, a laige number of armed men entered 
your town about ent or shortly after, 
and by force rescued the prisoner from the 
county jail, object they bad in view was 
either to set him at liberty or to inflict uvon 
him such punishment as, ww théir midnight 
deliberations, they might think right and 
proper, lam satisfied their onty objeet was 
torelleve the prisoner from a prosecution, 
ard to setat defiance the laws of tne land. 
This unexpected and flagrant violation of law 
bad its origin, doubtless, from the determined 
purpose of these armed men that vo white 
man thould be puvished by the Federal court 
upon the testimony of negroes for the yiola- 
tion of any law. 

THE DEFECT IN KENTUCKY LAw, 

The constitution of the State of Kentucky, 
or the bill of mghts, proyides that every maa 
charged with the commtssi0n of a criminal of- 
fense shall have a speedy trial by a jury of the 
vicinege; that is, bya jury of the county 
where the cfferse is said to have been com- 
mitted; and so jealous is oar law of this great 
right that in no case can the Commonwealth 
remove the cause from the county where the 
court has jurisdichon. This constitutional 
right the Freon as was apprehended by 
some, would be deprived of, for the reason that 
negro testimony would not be admitted against 
him in this court. Your body has refused to 
find an indictment against him for the reason 
that you rejected the testimony of the negro and 
bad no other evidence upon which to base it. 
This action ou your part is justified for the 
reason that this court, by an express instruc- 
tion, excluded that clase of testimouy enturely 
from your covsideration. As to bis havwg 
commitied the offense, there seems to be but 
little doubi in the micas of any who are at all 
conversant with the facts. The accused him- 
self, by bis counsel, during the progress of 
your investigation, appeaicd to this court to 
pe:mit him, by consent of record, to agree 
that such testimony might be admitted upon 
tbe final trial of his case. I could not, of course, 
make apy agreement with a prisoner 
or bis couvusel when 150 indictment 
had been found against him; and 
when such an agreement oor  covsent 
would have resulted, perhaps, in convicting 
the accused upon incompetent testimony. La 
civil cases 1 bave always perinitted it; but in 
the trial of an issueinvolving life or liberty, 
this court could Lot and would not pronounce 
judgment upona verdict of guilty upon in- 
competent testumony, even by the consent of 
the accused <A party charged with a eriminal 
offense has vo right or power to waive any le- 
gal right to-establisb either guilt or innocence. 
He has no power, as our Appellate Court have 
decided, to consent to be tried by less than 
twelve jurors; and if not, he certainly cannot 
copsent to be convicied upon illegal or in- 
compettnt prvof, ~ 4 

AN ATTEMPT AT REMEDY 
In view of these appeals fromthe 
aug. wy great desire to have his trial where 
the Constitution of bis State guaranteed it 
should be, upon consultation with au able 
lawyer, Dow m the Legislature, a bill was 
diaited to epvable the courts of this State to 
receive such testimony upon the trial of ail 
causes where the party, by his consent of 
record, agreed that it should be admitted. 
Tuis bill, which I give in sybstance, has met 
with Opposition. As to its constitutionality 
{ have no doubt. There are cases where the 
luw required a certain cegree of testimony to 
establish guilt, and this degree of testimony 
had been heenred by euch legislative action 
alter the commission of the crime that makes 
such legislation ez post facto, avd vo convic- 
tion can be had, as when perjury bas been 
committed, aud at the time of the offense 
thiece witmesses were necessary to convict, a 
law afterward passed making ouly two peces- 
sary, Would be inoperative as to previous 
offenses; but there is no change in this law, 
either as tothe rule or degree of evidence, 
aud in adaition the party is required to consent 
to its edmission, Ifa general law was passed 
admitting negroes to testify in all cases it cer- 
tainly would not relieve all those from puuish- 
ment who had previously committed offenses, 
for the reason that this character of testimo- 
ny was the only evidence to establish guilt, 
avd therefore ex post facto; nor if this Legis- 
laturethould reduce the number of jurors 
from tweive to nive, would this prevent the 
punishment of oll oflenees comufitted before 
the passage of the law. Tae passage of this 
law I lookedto at the time the case was re- 
ferred back to the grand jury. Whether it 
will pass or rot [am unable to say; butif it 
does not, the constitutional rights of the citi- 
zen can not be enforced by this or any other 
—_ ceuit, and he is left without judicial or 
legislative protection, against the encroach- 
meut of Federal power. 
TUE PRESERT Law OF TESTIMONY. 

The law of Kentucky now is, that no negro 
or mulatto shal) testify against a white per- 
son, &c. This law is plain and explicit, and 
leuves no room for construction. A judge cf 
the State courte can tot,in my opiuion, de- 
cide otherwlse than to exclude such testimo- 
ny. It is true the Corstitution of the Upited 
States makes the negro 9 citizen, and cobfers 
upon bim the rights of a citizer; but the right 
to testify, as it is calied, is a misnomer, No 
men has a mght to testify, either by the Fed- 
eral or State Counstitution, or by Federal or 
State laws, No oue can bea witness in any- 

his own will, or assert his 

testify m any court .of jus- 
It is not like the right to sue or the 
right of franchise. These are rights unques- 
wane sud of which no cilizen can be de- 
prived. To testify isan obligation or duty 
upposed by law; and instead oF being exer- 
cised as a sight, pearly every maf testifies be- 
cause he is madeto do 80, and in most cs3sea 
speaks On Oath when he would ayold it, but 
for the peualties of the law; and -to testify is 
a mere ircidenut to the right to sue, and there 
is LO reason Why any man who is allowed 
to sue ebould be deprived of the 
privilege of califbe on his wit- 
nesser,; White or black, to estabdtish his 
claim: and the only reason that courts or 
judges refuse the testimony is .the plain law 
upon our éetalute books habiting it, and 
their conscientious conviction of the wa: t of 
power in Congress, by legislatiou or other- 
wise, to regulate prcceedisogs In our State 
courts, whether you apply it to the rules of 
evideuce, competenty of witnesses, or any 
other proceedings lu a cauge, At the timeotf 
the passage of thelaw probibiting negro tes- 
timony they were al! slaves, with few excep- 
tious; they bad no right tosue, to right to 
contract, no right to own orhold property, 
and no redress for personal injures, except 
in the rame of the Commonwealth. A suit 
bya slave was then unheard of, and certainly 
tbere existed no reason or necessity why be 
should testify with a denial to bim of all 
civil rights.

THE WAT IT WORKS. 

The ematcipation of the vegro, with the 
coustitull nai amendments, confers upou him 
the right to contract, own, sell and dispose of 
property, real and personal, the right to sue fu 
all cases where a white man can sue, aud also 
to exerelse the right of franchise itseif. These 
rights are sll conceded to him by the legisla- 
tive snd judicial departments of our State 
government; but to testify, a mere tucident of 
the right to sue, is denied him. That which 
does not amount to a right is denied him, and 
all the rights pertaining to the citizen quaran- 
teedhim. Ap may bring his action in the 
State court against one of your body—he may 
claim thousands of dollars in damages. When 
the case is called for trial and the negro’s tes- 
timony is excluded, bis case is transferred to 

the Federal Court. Now, who is deprived of 
rights in this instance? Tee white man is 

because he is entitled to have his case trie 

where it is brought; and this right is not only 
denied him, but there is coupled with the 
transier gf the case expenses and cost nearly 
always exceeding the amount in litigation. 
A is indicted for killing a negro; the case is 
transferred to the Federal Court becanse ne- 
groes are not allowed to testify. Who, m 
this case, is deprived of the great constitu- 
tional right, viz: the mght toa speedy and 
impartial trial by ajary of his neigbbors? It 
is the white man whose rights are denied 
him. It will not do to say tbat this is all the 
result of Congressional legislation—what 
has been dene cavnot be avoided.

: MASKED OUTLAWRY. 

To refuse to tbe law is to have eve 
udge in Kentucky off the beneh, and ves 
n the Federa) courts of the country si) the 
jurisdiction io controversies between the 
whhe man and the negro. It is the daty of 
the State Government to protect its citizens. 
This protecuon cannot be given except by 
wise lsgwlative action on the subject. I[ have 
copfidence in the intelligence and wiedom of 
ovr Legislature; and, although | may take the 
-wrovg View of the troubles now existing, I 
trast that something may at least be done to 
relieve the white citizens of the State from a 
complete subversion of their nghts, and at the 
same time secure the colored race.io all their 
ngbtea. The refusal of this court to per- 
mit the — to testify in the case ‘ot Scroc- 
yivs was, I have ro doubt, the real cause of 
tbe appearance of these midoight judzes at 
your county jail. I could not admit it con- 
scientiousiy, for, as judge, { had no power to 
repeal the State law on thesubject of testi- 
mony, Or admit it-on the trial for reasons al- 
ready given. The only alternative let me, 
‘after your investigations had conciuded, was 
to hand bim over to the Federal authorities; 
but it seems that the jurisdiction of that court 
over tbe crime, as well as the State co is 
to be determived by an unlawfal organization, 
brought into existence for the purpose of vio- 
lating the laws with impunity, aod relieving 
bad men from punishment. If these secret, 
masked courts are to be heid, and men taken 
from our county jails at their will and pleas- 
ure, and at the rick of the lives of all who re- 
sist them, we as well tear down our tem- 
pies of justice énd place our lives, liberty and 
property iu their hands. Whatprotection can 
& man have at his home im town or country 
wbo, by word or action, has brought their 
vengeance to bear upon bim,,if, at the hour 
of midnight, they are so cruel and reckless as 
to tear him from bis home and hang him to the 
first limb by the road-side? What necessity is 
there for such a tribunal in this State? {am 
not cogpizant of a single instance in my dis- 
trict where men, indicted for crime, have es- 
caped punishment when proven guilty; but,on 
the contrary, the able and efficient prosecuting 
attorney has suceeeded several times in pro- 
ducing conviction when the proot did not, in 
my Opinion, justify it, and 1 bave mptly set 
aside the verdict. The inclination ot juries, 
in all cases, is to punish mén whuv violate the 
law. In the absence of these unlawful bands 
of men, the eocial condition of the country 
would be undisturbed and jastice meeted out 
in curcourts in accordance with the laws of 
the land. This cannot be avy poMtical organi- 
zation. I recollect that, during the war pend- 
ing between the Government and the South- 
ern States, when men were arrested and im- 
piisoped without warrant and without a trial, 
nove were,.more clamorous for the vindi- 
cation of their rights by the comrts of the 
county than those whose sympathies were 
with the Southern States ia thet struggle, 
apd ceriain)y this class of men have not 
thrown aside their manlieess or bravery 
in order to wriak vengeance upon poor, 
helpless negroes. This caunot be; there 
is no reason for if; no motive in it. 
There is no exeuse, justification, or palliation 
for such couduct; and brave menu would scorn 
to eneage in it. Some one of two negroes 
have becn shot down in my district by armed 
meu in disguise. White mea have been lace- 
rated with the lash under the judemeut of 
theee courts, a deed as dark as the Covering 
that bides their faces from the victim’s view. 
Judgment is pronounced at the silent hour of 
bight by a judge whose ju ent is either 
executed by a fope around the neck or the 
lash upon the back. Humanity revolts at it. 
Puovhc eentiment, with the aid of the Legis- 
luiuie and courts, alone can check it. The 
negroes Tallude to were killed because they 
were summoned as witnesses inthe Federal 
Courts, wnd were not allowed to testify at 
home.

COMMERC! AX. 

The last day of winter bas arrived In due cosrse 
of time, and, to point of weather, nothing more 
genial could well be desired. We’now enter 
upon the spring season, with fair prospects of a 
good trade in the various departaenis of busi- 
ness. The leaf tobacco market has been very 
active during tbe month and closes strong. The 
sales have reached during the month 6,246 bhds 
amounting to $560,258 73, and for the surrent to- 
bacco year to 10,155 bhds and $949,925 67 against 
6.220 hhds and $748,368 08 for a corresponding 
date 1870. 

In cotton, the market duriag the month has 
been irregular and generally unsatistactory. 
Early in the month there were reasons for being 
hopeful, as the markets showed a good degree of 
Vitality; this feaiufe, however, was of short du- 
ration. About the middle of February the mar- 
het became weak, with a sharp decline on all 
grades; after a few days, about the 20th, it again 
revived, apd gave indications of returning 
strength. This reaction, bowever, was 
brief, and prices aguin gave way, the 
month closing with prices depressed, and 
tendency to still lower figures. 
The iar@e receipts is the chief reason for the 
weakness in the market, {t now being generally 
believed that the crop will] react 4,000,000 bales, 
The decline in the price ‘of cotton has had a 
marked effect upon the course of trede, the tn- 
fluence of which will be felt during the spring 
season. It is estimated that the average price of 
cotton last year was $99 per bale, and the aggre- 
gate value of the crop $310,000,000. This year 
the average price is estimated: at $60 per bale, 
and if the crop should reach 4.000.000 bales it 
would bring $78,000,000 Jess than Inst year’s crop. 
This item will, as we hive suggested, |nfluence 
business during the year. ~* 

The provision trade har, upon the whole, been 

highly satisfactory, nojwitostanding the large 

number of bogs slaug tered, The product has been 
largely exported and a good home demand bas 
chalacterized the trade. In this connection we

The grocery market tas been fairly active 
Guriog the month. A low range of prices for 
sugarr has been established, parivicularly for the 
Various grades of refined. The coffee market 
has ruled 61m, and the month closes with an ad- 
vance In all the seaboard markets, the effect of 
which must be felt bere at an early day. 
The movement in copper whiskies, of which 
stocks beld here are now very large, is reported 
active, and sales are made at prices 1angling from 
$135 10 450for one to four-year old qualities. 
In geneysal merchandise the volume of trade bas 
pot been large, nor was tt expected. The season 
for the suring uade to commence is now just at 
band,and dealers in every department ha¥e 
made ample preparations to meet the wants of 
buyels to the largest extent, and’ the winter of 
1576-71 closes with fair prosp ct. for a healthy and 
remunerative trade. 
BUSINESS EMBARRA*SMENTS.—One Of the prin- 
cipal «mbarrasemecnuts to which the business of 
the country is subjected at certa'n periods isa 
scarcity of currency; and yet it is contended 
there is ue scarcity of currency, but, on the con- 
trary, that it Is abundant. These contradictory 
statements, strange a3 it may appear, are sup- 
ported by sn abuadutce of proof. Au abundance 
may be in New York and a scarcity in New Or- 
lean*, acd abundance in New England, but 
ecarch'y in theWest and&South. The dificuity seems 
to be inthe upequal distribution of the currency, 
but a far greater Objection is the want of elastic- 
ity which the present banking laws present. 
Some of these embarrassments might be over- 
come by judielous legislation: others car be 
remedied only by the slow process of develop- 
ment. Under an titrredeemable currency, says 
the New York Shipping List, prices are so unsta- 
ble that capitalists and business men hesitate to 
embark ia enterprises whicb piace their means 
beyond their immediate control. The fact that, 
while loans having more than ninety days to rus 
pow rule from ten to twelve per cent., loans on 
callare readily obtainable at three to four per 
cent., «ffords-ample proof of this. Thusthe nat- 
ural and proper condition of thicgs is reversed, 
and credit is more dificult to obtain for the 
jegitimate purposes of business, than for specu- 
lative adventures. Restore specie payments and 
give.usa judicious smendment of the Nationa! 
bankiag law, and this abnormal condition of af- 
fairs will cease. EFpeculation would ths be cir- 
cum: eribed, beeause there would sno longer be 
the ccmstant apd varying fluctuations ita values 
which now make it so largely possible and so 
certainly profitable. Capitai would no longer 
clipg 8° tenaciously to the great money center, 
to ve Joaned out only on call for speculative pur- 
posers, but would seek 1's natural vocation in a 
heal by circulation throughout thé country, and 
Ond employment in legitimate business. The 
tine way to increase the banking facilities of 
the whole country, and do away with 
the periodical scarcity of money, is to increase 
the purchasing power of the currency. If every 
irredeematis paper dollar which Is pow in Cir- 
culation, or outstaudlug, was worth tts face 
value in gold, that fact would add eleven or 
twelve per cent.to the ectual movey capital of 
tbe countrys in its power and capabilities as the 
medtum of exebange. The means for res'oriag 
a sound currency vill be easily enough found, 
whenever the popular will is brought to the potat 
of seeking for it witha determination that it 
shall be secured. In consideration of the vast 
interests at siake, it js surprising tbat the people 
are apparently so apathetic in the matter, 
Bask DEFAULTERS.—Boston has bad quite re- 
cently @ pair of sensations.
